Bo  the  hobo: 


Dealer  reveals  38-year

After  reading  my  stories  about  Bo  the  hobo  in  Coin  World,  (Jan.  21 
and  28  issues),  an  Indiana  dealer  and  collector  decided  to  contact  me 
and  tell  of  his  appreciation  for  my  stories,  and  his  respect  for  Bo  as 
well  as  his  experiences  with  the  carver  of  folk  art  on  Buffalo  nickels. 
And  then  he  presented  me  with  some  of  Bo’s  best  and  early  works, 
some  of  the  best  hobo  nickels  in  existence! 

The  dealer,  who  wishes  to  be  known  only  as  W.C.,  had  a  number  of 
engraved  nickels  he  had  purchased  from  Bo  during  World  War  II  and 
shortly  thereafter.  He  told  me  his  conscience  has  started  to  bother 
him,  for  he  had  purchased  the  pieces  of  folk  art  from  Bo  for  very  small 
sums  of  money.  To  ease  the  memories  of  those  purchases,  he  sent  me 
some  of  the  remaining  coins  in  his  collection. 


W.C.  was  stationed  at  Fort 
Sill,  Okla.,  in  1943,  where  on  a 
week-end  pass  to  Lawton  he  met 
Bo  for  the  first  time.  Bo  was 
near  a  favorite  G.I.  hangout 
trying  to  peddle  his  nickels  for 
50  cents  each,  with  little  suc¬ 
cess. 

W.C.  approached  Bo  to  check 
his  coins,  as  he  had  been  a  col¬ 
lector  since  he  was  a  child.  As 
soon  as  he  saw  the  carved  nick¬ 
els  of  many  subjects,  he  realized 
they  were  true  works  of  folk  art 
and  to  him  worth  much  more 
than  50  cents  apiece. 

Being  a  G.I.  and  low  on  cash, 
W.C.  dickered  prices  with  Bo. 
He  finally  purchased  one  dozen 
of  the  nickels  for  $5,  about  one- 
quarter  of  his  monthly  pay.  He 
talked  with  the  hobo  artist  for 
several  hours,  and  listened  to 
the  tiny  man’s  tales. 

Even  in  1943,  Bo  was  already 
gray-haired  and  balding.  He 
must  have  been  at  least  50  or  55 
years  old  at  that  time.  Bo  told 
W.C.  of  his  running  away  from 
home  in  1914  as  a  teen-ager,  so 
he  would  have  to  be  at  least  80 
now,  probably  older. 

Bo  told  of  his  travels,  loves, 
disappointments  and  near  freez¬ 
ing  and  starvation  during  the 
Depression  years.  Even  in  the 
1940s,  Bo  had  established  cer¬ 
tain  general  routes  of  travel  and 
would  leave  Florida  around 
May,  travel  through  the  south¬ 
ern  states  to  Arkansas  and 
sometimes  on  to  Texas. 


After  a  couple  of  weeks,  a 
month  at  the  most,  Bo  would 
travel  north  into  Oklahoma, 
Kansas  and  then  Missouri.  He 
would  spend  about  a  month  trav¬ 
eling  through  these  three  states. 

From  there,  he’d  spend  two 
weeks  in  south  central  Indiana 
near  an  Amish  settlement.  He 
usually  didn’t  stop  (intentional¬ 
ly)  in  Kentucky  or  Tennessee, 

but  would  stay  a  little  while  in 
the  Carolinas  (if  the  train  went 
there). 

•  Bo  always  spent  some  time  in 
Phoenix  City,  Ala.,  and  Colum¬ 
bus,  Ga.  Many  G.I.s  and  tourists 
would  buy  his  nickels  there.  He 
would  have  stayed  in  Phenix 
City  longer,  but  he  told  W.C.  it 
was  a  bad  place.  Every  day.  Bo 
said,  someone  would  be  found 
dead  in  the  Chatahooche  River, 
and  he  was  scared.  From  Georg¬ 
ia  he  would  travel  to  his  winter 
camp  in  Florida. 

W.C.  saw  Bo  two  more  times 
in  Lawton.  All  together  he 
bought  about  60  nickels  from  Bo. 
After  W.C.  was  discharged  from 
the  Army  in  early  1946,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  his  home  in  Ohio,  near 
Lake  Erie.  He  tried  several  jobs 
and  found  that  he  just  couldn’t 
settle  down.  Finally  he  pur¬ 
chased  an  old  bakery  truck,  re¬ 
modeled  the  inside  to  a  van,  and 
set  out  “to  find  himself.” 

W.C.  was,  in  a  way,  a  hobo, 
too,  traveling  from  state  to  state 
and  working  only  long  enough  to 
get  enough  money  to  move  on 
again.  He  traveled  like  this  for 
almost  four  years. 


In  September,  1949,  he  pulled 
up  to  a  small  restaurant  near  a 
railroad  station  in  a  small  south¬ 
ern  Indiana  town.  His  money 
gone,  W.C.  had  only  a  few  per¬ 
sonal  belongings  and  his  hobo 
nickels.  In  a  desperate  attempt 
to  get  some  food,  he  took  his 
hobos  into  the  restaurant  and 
chose  a  likely  customer.  As  luck 
would  have  it,  he  picked  the 
right  one. 

The  man  was  a  railroad  engi¬ 
neer  waiting  for  the  next  train 
so  he  could  travel  to  Louisville 
where  he  would  take  his  turn  on 
a  southern  railroad  engine. 
When  W.C.  approached  the  engi¬ 
neer  and  tried  to  sell  him  a  nick¬ 
el  for  a  meal,  the  man  recog¬ 


nized  the  self-portrait  of  Bo. 

Curious  about  W.C.’s  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  coin,  the  engineer 
bought  him  a  meal,  told  him  to 
keep  the  nickel  and  asked  W.C. 
to  tell  him  how  he  came  about 
acquiring  the  hobos. 

After  W.C.  told  his  story,  the 
engineer  told  him  Bo  was  in  that 
locale  and  told  him  how  to  find 
his  shack.  W.C.  went  to  Bo’s 
that  evening  and  to  his  surprise, 
found  that  Bo  remembered  him 
very  well;  he  remembered  how 
W.C.  had  dickered  him  down  on 
his  prices. 

The  two  had  many  laughs  to¬ 
gether  and  Bo  spun  more  yams. 
He  told  W.C.  he  could  make 
some  money  on  hobo  nickels  at  a 
nearby  farmers’  market.  Bo 
wanted  a  $1  apiece  for  the  coins, 
and  promised  W.C.  he  could  sell 
them  for  much  more  than  he 
could  himself. 


These  nickels  are  apparently  self-portraits  of  Bo. 


The  next  morning  W.C.  and  Bo 
went  to  the  farmers’  market 
with  several  of  Bo’s  nickels.  Bo 
kept  out  of  sight  inside  the  van 
as  people  gobbled  up  the  nickels 
at  $3  apiece.  In  less  than  half  a 
day,  they  had  sold  more  than 
$200  worth  of  nickels. 

Realizing  he  had  a  good  thing 
going,  W.C.  took  his  share  of  the 
money  and  bought  as  many  of 
Bo’s  nickels  as  he  could  afford. 
Bo  was  just  about  ready  to  head 
south  anyway,  and  this  big  sale 
gave  him  what  he  needed  to  hit 
the  road.  Bo  only  wanted  enough 
to  survive,  and  no  more. 

W.C.  stayed  at  the  farmers’ 
market  and  noticed  many  peo¬ 
ple  selling  “junk”  for  very  good 
prices.  With  the  money  he  had 
made  from  the  nickels  (nearly 
$700  in  less  than  a  week),  he 
started  buying  “junk”  and  sell¬ 
ing  antiques  and  relics.  The 
economy  was  good  in  1949  and 
his  little  business  thrived  during 
the  fall.  By  the  time  the  farm¬ 
ers’  market  closed  in  October, 
W.C.  had  made  enough  to  retire 
for  the  winter  and  prepare  for 
next  year’s  farmers’  market. 

Just  before  the  market  closed 
that  first  year,  he  purchased 
several  collectible  coins  at  al¬ 
most  face  value.  During  the  win¬ 
ter  months  he  heard  of  a  small 
coin  show  in  Indianapolis,  so  he 
decided  to  take  his  coins  there. 
He  asked  about  a  table,  and  was 
told  that  only  members  could 
have  one,  so  he  joined  the  club. 
He  paid  $2  for  his  table  and  laid

out  his  coins.  He  placed  only  a 
few  of  Bo’s  nickels  on  his  table. 
At  $5  each  they  were  all 
snatched  up. 

W.C.  started  telling  people 
that  the  only  ones  he  had  left 
were  from  his  own  personal  col¬ 
lection;  he  sold  several  at  $7.50 
to  $10  each.  Other  club  members 
became  furious  at  his  great  suc¬ 
cess  and  barred  him  from  l he 
club  for  unethical  practices.  The 
rest  of  the  winter  he  just 
bummed  around. 

Next  spring  the  farmers’  mar¬ 
ket  opened  and  he  was  definitely 
in  business  for  himself.  Bo  re¬ 
turned  in  July  and  each  year 
from  then,  they  had  a  business 
relationship. 

Since  then,  most  farmers’ 
markets  have  turned  into  flea 
markets  and  anyone  can  get  a 
table  at  most  coin  shows.  W.C.’s 
dealings  with  Bo  have  lasted 
since  1943  when  they  first  met  — 
38  years  of  knowing  the  hobo 
artist  and  buying  his  works. 

W.C.  set  back  certain  nickels 
carved  by  Bo  which  he  felt  were 
the  hobo’s  best  works.  Many  of 
those  nickels  he  sent  to  me  are 
shown  here. 

How  wonderful  it  would  be  to 
see  some  of  Bo’s  early  works, 
carved  when  he  was  between  45 
and  70,  when  he  had  good  vision 
and  steady  hands.  Somewhere 
out  there  are  more  of  those  nick¬ 
els.  Where?

A  new  guidebook  for  collec¬ 
tors  of  love  tokens,  The  Stand¬ 
ard  Guide  to  Love  Tokens,  au¬ 
thored  and  published  by  Dr. 
Sol  Taylor  of  North  Hollywood, 
Calif.,  now  is  available. 

With  the  cooperation  of  sev¬ 
eral  collectors  in  the  Love  To¬ 
ken  Society,  Dr.  Taylor  com¬ 
piled  many  representative 
samples  of  love  tokens,  ca¬ 
tegorized  them  in  a  logical 
manner,  and  provided  a  de¬ 
tailed  series-by-series  pricing 
scale  based  upon  the  current 
market  values  of  these  pieces. 

The  guidebook,  Taylor  said, 
should  aid  collectors  in  evalu¬ 
ating  their  collections,  and 
should  also  help  them  to  deter¬ 


mine  what  they  should  spend 
to  obtain  pieces  they  need. 

Four  factors  were  consid¬ 
ered  in  determining  love  token 
values:  The  coin  type  on  which 
the  engraving  appears;  the 
grade  of  the  coin  and  the  fin¬ 
ished  engraving;  the  style  and 
content  of  the  engraving;  and 
the  historical  significance  of 
the  item,  if  any. 

Taylor  revealed  that  a  sur¬ 
vey  of  the  collections  of  more 
than  80  Love  Token  Society 
members  indicated  that  nearly 
50  percent  of  all  love  tokens 
were  engraved  on  Seated  Lib¬ 
erty  dimes.

Hi, 

I  have  to  report  that  I  exhibited  my  love  tokens  at  the  annual 
convention  of  the  Ontario  Numismatic  Association  in  Sarnia  on 
April  28  and  29,-  I  was  awarded  1st  prize  in  the  miscellaneous 
exhibits . 

My  exhibit  had  in  the  left  corner,  one  sheet  of  legend  and  the 
balance  of  the  case  had  a  large  hearts  of  love  tokens  starting 
at  the  apex  with  a  1798  English  penny  of  Geo.  Ill,  then  on  each 
side  three  Dollar  size  coins,  then  halves,  etc.,  until  it  closed 
on  top  with  dimes  and  five  cent  pieces.  In  the  bottom  corners 
I  had  a  red  velvet  heart  on  which  I  placed  the  "oddM  pieces  - 
watch  fobs,  stick  pins,  cuff  links,  etc.  On  the  other  heart  I 
put  my  gold  love  tokens,  and  below  all  that  was  an  AR  bracelet 
of  eight  dimes  and  one  £  dime. 

In  the  auction  there  were  onlv  two  tokens,  one  a  very  plain 
dime  -  did  not  sell  even  at  $4.00  (condition).  The  other  a 
very  worn  half-crown  of  Wm.  Ill  (of  Orange  &  GB)  with  not 
much  engraving  and  a  large  hole  -  brought  $40.00,  which  I 
thought  was  double  of  it's  worth.  But  that's  auction! 

I  have  made  some  color  slides  but  am  not  sure  how  they  will  come 
out.  Due  to  space  constrictions  had  to  take  them  at  an  angle 
with  a  flash  and  that  might  have  created  some  ref lections .At  any 
rate  you'll  get  them  soon  as  they  come  back  from  Prague.  I 
bought  the  film  last  fall  on  our  trip  to  Czechoslovakia,  and  as 
the  development  is  included  in  the  purchase  price  (amd  locally 
they  have  different  chemicals)  I  am  sending  everything  back  to 
the  CSR  to  have  them  developed  there.  With  our  mail  service 
what  it  is,  it  does  not  take  much  longer  either!!

Have  found  that  loose  coins  and  also  jewelry  can  be  obtained  from  coin 
dealers  much  more  reasonably  than  from  antique  dealers  or  shows „  One  lovely 
engraved  silver  dollar  was  sold  to  me  in  Florida  from  a  coin  dealer,  as  a 

mutilated  coin.  One  of  my  favorites - is  a  miser's  purse  with  12  scenic  love 

tokens  attached.  Just  this  past  year  in  London,  I  was  assured  by  3  different 
coin  dealers  that  mutilated  coins  (love  tokens)  were  melted  down  as  soon  as 
they  got  them.  I  found  no  loose  coins  there,  but  is  possible  to  find  lovely 
enameled  coin  jewelry. 

I  have  had  so  much  enjoyment  from  Love  Tokens.  They  are  still  reasonable 
enough  to  collect - and  such  a  pleasure. 

Please  consider  this  a  note  from  one  of  your  members  who  appreciates  all 
the  effort  the  Officers  and  Directors  put  into  the  Love  Token  Society.

Gregg  Frayseth  submitted  a  Super  Love  Token.  The  coin  is  a  Norwegian  2  Krone  piece, 
dated  1908.  It  is  about  the  size  of  our  half  dollar.  If  I  read  Gregg's  notes 
correctly,  the  first  part  is  Norway's  National  Anthem,  "Ja  vi  elsker  ar  Norges 
nasjonal  sang."  Then  there  is  a  separation  mark  that  lokks  something  like  this 
The  second  part  is  also  a  song,  "Jeg  vil  verge  mitt  land"  (I  will  fight  for  my  land) . 
Both  are  from  poems  written  by  Bj^rnstjerne  Bj«$rnson.  There  seems  to  be  some 
confusion  as  to  the  number  of  words  engraved  on  the  token.  There  could  be  about  500 
words.  The  engraver  was  A.  Ericksen  and  he  engraved  the  token  on  September  10,  1909.
